AU amendments 
offered by the minority were rejected 
The debate on th** measure has been 
in progress seven weeks and two days 
Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the Philippine committee, who has­ 
been unremittent in his advocacy ut 
the measure, was 
the recipient ol 
many cordial congratulations on It ie 
successful conduct of the bill. 
The bill, as passed by the senate, 
approves the action of the president in 
treating the 
Philippine commission 
and the offices of civil governor and 
vice governor of the islands, and an 
‘.bortzes the governor and Vice gov 
Senor to exercise the powers of gov 
eminent as directed by executive or 
der. 
Future appointment# of th* gov 
*rnor or vice governor shall he made 
by the president, with the advice ami 
•■onsent of the senate 
The “bill of rights” of the Unit d 
States Constitution are applied to the 
Philippine islands with the exception 
of the right to bear arms and the 
right to a trial by Jury. 
The supreme court and other courts 
of the Islands shall exercise Jurisdic­ 
tion us heretofore provided 
by the 
Philippine commission and tile Justices 
ot the supreme court shall he appoint­ 
ed by the president and th*- semite*;
